SUNDAY SCHOOL WORK

On the whole the children are very 
attentive and eager to hear the Word of 
God and participate in the singing. 

Thanks be unto God for this oppor¬ 
tunity of telling the children of God’s 
love. Let us win the child and save his 
Tie for Christ and he may win his par¬ 
ents and others for Christ.

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HOSPITAL VISITATION
